DISTRICT CONVENTION OF Goop 
TEMPLARS.— Wednesday Morning, 
February lith.—About 25 delegates 
from various Lodges in this the 
Fourth Congressional District, as- 
sembled in Good Templar Hall this 
morning. Dr. 8S. D. Booth, the Dis- 
trict Deputy, was unavoidably de- 
tained at home to-day, but will be on 
hand to-morrow. John Wallen, of 


Chair. 

A speech of welcome was made by 
Mr. A. R. Stewart, W. C., of Hick- 
man Lodge. 

A Committee on Credentials was 
appointed who subinitted the names 
of delegates reported. 

The first subject discussed was that 
of ‘‘ Lodge Prayer Meetings” and 
appropriate remarks made thereon by 

essrs. J. J. Barrows, of Rolesville, 
Armstrong, Dr. C. T. Murphy, 
Mr. Rogers, of Bhagyille, Rev. N. 
M. Jurney, of Raleigh, V. Ballard, 
N. B. Broughton-and Stephen Starr. 

After prayer, the meeting closed. 

Afternoon Session.—The Conven- 
tion met this afternoon at 2} o’clock. 
It was opened with prayer by Mr. 
Barrow, of Rolesville Lodge. 

The Convention was then enter- 
tained by five minutes speeches froni 
different members of the order. An 
essay was read by Miss Blanche Fen- 
tress, of Hickman Lodge, entitled 
**'Woman’s Work in Temperancee.’’ 
Too much praise cannot be given for 
the elegant manner in which it was 
delivered, and the beautiful and sug- 
gestive thoughts it contained. 

Mr. Ellington, of Clayton Lodge, 
then entertained the lodge in an able 
speech of about twenty minutes du- 
ration, and was listened to with 
marked attention. 

A discussion on, ‘* Are Prohibitory 
Laws Beneficial?”’ was participated 
in by Messrs, John Betts and N. B. 
Broughton, and some good argu- 
ments were made pro and con. 

The Convention then adjourned 
till 7} p.m. 


MR. MoORING ON THE UstrRy 
QUESTION.—Just prior tothe close of 
the debate in the House yesterday on 
the Usury bill, Mr. Aforing, of Chat- 
ham, said: 

Mr. Moring desired to take a part- 
ing shot at this bill before it passed 
its second reading. He had not as 
yet said anything as to the merits of 
the bill, his remarks heretofore hav- 
ing been directed to legal questions 
involved. He thought the present 
Jaw on this subject would, if enforced, 
prevent all usurious contracts for the 
use Of money; and if the present 
law did not have that effect, he saw no 
reason to hope for any better state of 
things from the legislation tow 
sought. He laid down the proposi- 
tion that would not be disputed, that 
it was the certainty and not the se- 
verity of the punishment that deter- 


| red men from breaking the law. 


But it is said here that third par- 
ties may see to the enforcement of 
this law. He had thoughtthat the 
secret service and revenue spies of 
the General Government had ren- 
thing odious; but 
to raise just such a horde of paid in- 
formers, whose duty it shall beto pry 
into their neighbors transactions for 
alivelihood. | He, here in his place, 
solemnly protested against such a 


sition. 

r He would notice one further fact, 
that those portions of the State which 
are the the least interested, and who 
could not urging 
the passage of the bill. e Was sur- 
nrised to find his friend from Alle- 
ghany so strongly inveighing against 
bank monopolies, when he was not 

earer than seventy-five miles toa 
North Carolina bank, and money 
was, asin many sections of the State 
being loaned at 6and 8 percent. He 
thought that such sections should 
listen to those who were more direct- 
ly concerned. 


‘Tuts Usury BILL.—As will be seen 
by our Legislative reports, the Usury 
bill passed its second reading at 2} 
o’clock yesterday, and will come 
‘upon its third reading to-day as the 
special order for 11 o’clock. 

The heated warfare, and the in- 
domitable spirit of courage and deter- 
mination shown by both sides in the 
discussion of thisimportant subject is 
almost without a parraliel in our late 
legislative history, Every legal point 
bearing on the subject was adroitly 
brought to bear against the aliversa- 
ries of the bil! by the able array that 
supported it, but the skill and ability 
with which they were met by the 
learned opposition was really deser- 
ving of a more successful issue of 
theeampaign. The result is regarded 
by our poll citizens as calami- 
tous in theextreme, and gravedoubts 
are entertained as to whethera gene- 
ral panic will not be_ the result. 
We ean only wish for the best, and 
express our sincere desire that some 
good may yet conic cut of if.

| Speech of Major S. M. Finger. of 
Catawba, in the House ot Fepree 
sentatives on the 16th inst., in 

Opposition to the Passage of the 

Usury Bill. 

Mr. Speaker :—I had not intended 
to say anything further upon this 
subject, but considering its very great 
importance, I cannot be silent with- 
out doing violence to my convictions 
of duty. 

I take it to be the settled policy of 
the United States Government that 
we shall have a National currency. 
If this be so, Congress must and will 

rotect the National banks by legis- 
ation in their favor and againstState 
banks. Indeed, the U.S. boris de- 
pend for their value, to a very con- 
siderable extent, upon this system ; 
and the destruction of the National 
banks would tend very much to im- 
pair the credit of the Government, 
especially now while the debt is so 
great. Therefore, whether we like it 
or not, until the Congress shali re- 
move the tax from the State banks, I 
think we must see that it is futile to 
talk about any other system of bank- 
ing ; and as wise legislators we should 
pass such laws as will be consistent 
with the National policy. Perhaps 
future statesmanshi show us 


ing system, but the probability is a 
remote one. 

Taking this view of the matter, I 
wish to call srecial attention to an 
act of Congress, approved January 
14th, 1875, entitled *‘An act to provide 
for the resumption of specie pay- 
ments.’’ This act allows ary scales 
ing association, or National bank, to 
increase its capital and circulating 
notes to any extent, and also allows 
new associations to be organized at 
will. I understand the intention of 
this act to be the more equal distri- 
bution of the banks as the demands of 
the country may require, and also 
the eventual resumption of specie 
are (a result in which I have 

ut little faith under its provisions. ) 

It is admitted on all hands that 
supply and demand regulate prices, 
and I maintain that, under a more 
liberal National banking system, the 
volume of the currency would ex- 
pand until there would be a suffi- 
ciency to meet the demands of the 
country at reasonable rates of interest. 
Competition is just as desirable in 
banking asitisin trade. I do not 
contend that our National system 
under this recent act will give us this 
expansion of currency, which it 
seems to me is what the necessities 
of the country demand, but some 
good may result from it by way of 
affording a proper distribution of the 
banks over the country as local de- 
mands may indicate. If it does 
nothing else, it may cause a change 
of location of some of the banks so 
that all parts of the country will 
have their proportional part, and 
bring about some good results in this 
way, by local competition. This 
act of Congress will afford this com- 
petition, and I submit whether it is 
wise to pass the bill before the 
House which upon the theory of its 
friends that its penalties are applica- 
ble to National banks, will drive 
into banking Associations in 
other States and thus deprive our 
State of any of the advantages of 
the act of Congress. 


This is not the proper time for me 
$ysiensy; in the National 
S. Government; we are here to legis- 
late as best we can for our good old 
State, taking things as we find them. 
I will, however, just say in passing 
that the effect of thesystem has been 
to raise the price of U.S. Bonds from 
40 or 50 cents to 120 cents, and so has 
greatly enriched those who hold 
them, or who bought them during 
the war at 40 to 50 cents in green- 
backs. Thesystem was inangurated 
in the interest of the bond-holders. 

While I do not believe that the 
penalties of this bill will be held by 
the Courts toapply to the National 
banks, and upon this belief, in the 
main, bese my oppcsition to its pas- 
sage; yet the friends of the bill say 
its provisions will reach these banks 
pet prevent their usurious lending. 
If this be so, I ask the friends of the 
bill whether its passage will not pre- 
vent the State from reaping the in- 
tended advantages under the act of 
Congress? Numerous banks will be 
organized under this act, but not in 
North Carolina if the penalties of this 
bill apply to them, ‘The South has 
per that, under the National 
laws, she could not have her propor- 
tional part of National bank issues, 
and has attributed her distress, at 
least in part. to this deficicncy. 
Would it be wise in us to adopt any 
measure which would stand in the 
way of our share of the National 
banks? I think this matter is well 
worthy of our serious consideration, 
especially in view of the fact that, at 
least fora time, wecan have no State 
banking system, and in view of the 
further fact that banking facilities are 
indispensably necessary to the pros- 
perity ofthe State. We are farmers, 


| meehanies, merchants and manufac- 


turers, and these varied interests 
make banking anecessity. Shall we 
by our legislation cripple it, or shall 
we promote it? 

Believing, however, as I do, that 
the provisions of this bill will not 
apply to the National Banks, and 
believing that they wil! apply to all 
our State banks, I fear a monopoly 
by the National banks already orga- 
nized in the State of the money of 
the State, which will inerease the 
rate of interest rather than diminish 
it, and so greatly cripple our various 
interesis. 

From the various decisions read 
before this House, and by applying 
a little common sense to section 30 of 
the Banking Act as it bears upon 
the general policy of the Govern- 
ment, I conclude that the National 
Banks will not be reached by this 
bill; they will take the risk of lend- 
ing at such rates as they can get, 
charging the higher because of the 
risk and evading the law in various 
ways. But because the risk is greater 
here than elsewhere, capital will 
flow into other States and seek in- 
vestment in National banks and 
otherwise, and we will have a dearth 
of money and high interest. | 

I know the friends of the bill con- 
tend that it is so stringent that the 
banks will be controlled by it, and 
will fear to violate it, but who does 
not know that there are numerous 
ways to evade it, and that ban Kers 
will resort to tiem, especially as the 
bill is of doubtful applicability to 
them, and as no suit can be brought 
against them, except by the Comp- 
trutler of the currency? I feel con- 
fident that if this bill pass as it is 
‘presented to us, (and its friends seem 
determined not to let us amend it,) 


the immediate harvest for the banks 


already organized will beso great that 


p may 
the way back to the old State bank-- 


will have terror enough to prevent the 
organizagion of others, and thus de- 
feat one of the objects of Congress in 
the passage of the act referred to so 
far as our State is coucerned. 

I will:not discuss the merits of the 
bill in its bearing upon the tobacco, 
cotton and other farming interests, 
and upon the mercantile snd manu- 
facturing interests of the State. This 
has beeg doue by others, and the dis- 
tress upon those persons who have 
mortgaged their property has been 
portrayed. 

In conclusion, I wish to call atten- 
| tion to'the fact that while the provi- 

sions of the bill do not abply to ex- 
isting if — n accord- 
anee w,a very large propor- 
tion of mort contracts nat id 
accordance with law, the rate of in- 
terest being above 8 per cent. Now 
I ask the friends of the bill to con- 
sider this fact, and the distress in 
some sections of the State that will 
attend the passage of the bill unless 
they allow it to be amended so that 
its provisions shall not apply to any 
existing contract, or at least defer the 
time at which it shall go into effect. 

Mit Speaker, taking it for granted 
fro evident temper of the House 
that this bill will pass, I plead for 
time—for time for our people to adapt 
themselves to the requirements of 
this bill. 

Nothing but thesense of duty could 
have induced me tooccupy the time 
of this House. Iam opposed to dis- 
cussion unless there is a necessity for 
it. I have not occupied much time 
in debate heretofore, and nothing 
save a sense of duty and the yery 
great importance I attach to this 
subject could have induced meto par- 
ticipate inthis. The people of my 
county may condemn me for oppos- 
ing the passage of this bill. I know 
not what position they may take, but 
it is claimed asa measure by 
its friends in the West. If soI may be 
condemned by my constituents, but 
I submit whether the arguments of 
those of us who are in the minority, 
because of the risks we take in our 
opposition, should not the 
greater weight. Mr. Speaker, we 
mean just what we say,and claim 
that our sincere convictions are 
worthy of some consideration, and 
we hope the friends of the bill will 
make us some concessions at least in 
reference to time, and existing con- 
tracts. The amendment of the gen- 
tleman from Rockingham deferring 
the time at which the provisions of 
the bill shall take effect until the 
first of January, 1876, and the amend- 
ment of’ the gentleman from Cum- 
berland that it shall not apply to 
any existing contracts meet my hear- 
ty approval.

CHARTER OF NEWBERN. 


Mr. Bell’s bill to amend the char- 

ter of Newbern, placing it on a pro- 

rty basis, came up as unfinished 
usiness. 

Mr. Cantwell opposed the bill in a 
speech of some length. He thought 
this legislatisu was not only dange- 
rous to the principles of the govern- 
ment but was unjust tothe majority

rn. 

Mr. Bell warmly advocated the bill 
for the space of 30 minutes.

The previous question being order- 
ed, the vote was taken upon the sub- 
stitute of Mr. Cantwell, whieh pro- 
vides that the city of Newbern shall 
be under the control of two different 

overnments, to be Known asthe 
rdof Aldermen and Board of 
Selectmen, to be elected from five 
different wards. Lost by a vote of 9 


to 25. 

The bill then passed its second 
aoe a vote of 28 to 9. 

Mr. Parish explained his reasons 
for voting in the affirmative that he 
did not believe any parties who had 
acted, as was alleged had been done 
by the Commissioners of Newbern in 
burning their vouchers to prevent 
investigation, deserved to hold 
office. They reminded him of wharf 
rats, which, when chased, fled into 
their holes and p:.'led their holes in 
after them. 

Mr. Selby said, in explanation of 
his vote, that whenever he could, as 
Senator, under the form of law, give 
power and authority to his own race 
and color, to intelligence and virtue, 
nrotweritfeelit bis duty to do so. 
this measure, which was meant to de- 
prive his people of a proper represen- 
tation in their municipal affairs. 

The bill then passed its third read- 
ing by a vote of 29 to 10. 

THE INSANE ASYLUM. 


The bill to provide additional ac- 
commodation for the insane of the 
State was considered. This bill pro- 
vides that Messrs. Kemp. P. Battle, 
Thos. S. Kenan, Dr. Pride Jones, 
Jno. E. Brown and Dr. C. Tate Mur- 
phy shall be appointed Commission- 
ers for the purpose of superintending 
the erection of two wings to the — 
ent State institution located at Ral- 
eigh, the new wings to correspond 
with the same in all respects. It 
provides that not more than $50,000 
shall be expended for the purpose in 
any one year, and the whoie appro- 
priation not to be more than $250,000, 
and that convict labor shail be em- 
ployed in this work to as great ex- 
tent as practicable. 

Mr. Standford, in an earnest man- 
ner, urged the great necessity of this 
addition to the State Asylum; the 
hundreds of unfortunates in the 
State who were to-day deprived of 
admission into this Asylum, because 
of a want of capacity, appealed to 
the hearts of the Legislators ot 
North Carolina, and he could not 
see how a deaf ear could be turned 
to the silent but crying want from 
au class of people who suffered under 
the worst misfortune that could be- 
fall them. The2 State was poor, and 
could but illy afford this outlay, but 
he thanked God that in our poverty 
we had reserved our honor, and we 
believed this honor demanded still 
greater sacrifices than we had made 
forthe care of these unfortunates. 
Unless something was done, hun- 
dreds of the insane of the State will 
be forced into filthy prisons and dun- 
geons. 

Mr. Mills endorsed the views ex- 
pressd by Mr. Standford. He would 
prefer that another Asylum should 
be built at some point in tbe West, 
but not believing this practicable at 

resent, he heartily endorsed the 
building of the wings proposed. 

Mr. Parish advocated the apyreget 
ation desired, but thought that 
another Asylum should be establish- 
ed at some point in the West. 

Messrs. Standford and Busbee hoped 
there would be no delay in the con- 
sideration of this question, but that 
the Legislature would meet it fairly 
and squarely. 

Mr. Love wanted an Asylum estab- 
lished in Asheville; thought there 
should be one in the east, centre and 
‘west. He wanted the insane provi- 
ded for, but thought they should not 
all be put in one place. 

Mr. Cant weil advocated the appro- 
priation ; his people would endorse
